DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In view of arguments presented in the Appeal Brief filed on November 30, 2009 
with reference to pg. 10, lines 13-21 of the originally filed specification, Examiner 
believes that the currently cited prior art is not sufficient to support a 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) 
rejection of claims 1,16,31, 32, and any subsequent depending claims. 

George was previously cited as disclosing the limitation "packaging, using the 
processor, the plurality of rules with the plurality of content in a carrier that is 
independent from multiple presentation channels... [and] delivering the plurality of data 
and the carrier to the multiple presentation channels". Examiner asserts that this 
limitation is, in fact, not disclosed in George and believes that claims 1-33 are, 
therefore, allowable over the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
